A' Democratic conference and ban- 


quet, under the aaiplcet of the Kansas 
Democratic State Committee, was held 
Uit week at Topeka. The meeting was 
in the nature of a conference of Demo- 
cratic leaden, the policy of the cam- 
paign of 1900 being a inbjeet of discus- 
eloo. A large number of prominent 
Democrat* were preient. Among the 
•peaken Mr. Bryan was given the most 
prominent place, hie •abject being 
"Democracy." 


Mr. Bryan stood oat squarely for the 


Chicago platform, and said that there 
bad been no retreating from the posi- 
tion taken in 1896, -'We are not only 
Holding oar ewn,m he declared, "but 
we are gaining baok (those Democrats 
who left as without folly understand- 
ing the nature of the straggle. 


"Sometimes we bear pleas for har- 


mony from those who opposed the par- 
ty in 1896," continued Mr. Bryan, "but 
harmony, Instead of being ^a thing 
hoped for, Is at least a thing realized; 
not a pretended harmony between 
those entertaining antagonistic prin- 
ciples, but an actual harmony between 
these who are united in a common pur- 
pose against a common enemy. Tbe 
Democratic party wad never more har- 
monious and its harmony can only be 
disturbed by admitting within the fold 
those who are at variance with its prin- 
ciples and aspirationi. 


"Tbe Democratic platform of 1900 


will be written by those who itood up- 
on the platform of 1896, not by those 
who tried to overthrow the Democratic 
party in that combination. The fail- 
ure which attended those who organ- 
ized the gold party and wrote the In- 
dianapolis platform ought to restrain 
them from proffering their services as 
platform makers for some years to 
come." 


Mr. Bryan delared that events had 


been vindicating tbe policies proposed 
by the Democratic party in 1896. 


He then passed on to tbe subject of 


trusts and characterized them as the 
products of Republican methods. He 
gavettbis warning: "If the Repub- 
lican party goes into the next cam- 
paigh upon a platform defending trusts 
it will antagonize seatimenta which are 
rapidly growing against them, even in 
the ranks of that party." 


W£IGHINO,WfiSTKKN MAILS. 


Tbe annual spring weighing of tbe 


mails has commenced. Tbe weighing 
will continue for three months, and on 
the showing made by the roads will be 
determined tbe rete of compensation 
for the next four years. The mail is 
weighed at the starting where mail is 
taken on or disoharged. An average 
is atraek on the amonnt of mail carried 
and tbe rate is fixed on this basis. 
The highest rate allowable under tbe 
law is $42 a mile for 200 pounds a day. 
—Carson Newi.

that the quadrennial weighing is now 
going on. That was done last snmmer. 
The weighing season can always be 
recognized by the immense amount of 
bulky and heavy mail matter sent oat 
from Washington during- that period, 
in the shape of all kinds of books, like 
patent office reports and other equally 
interesting and instructive literature, 
whioh is spread broadcast tbrongbont 
the country under the franks of Sena- 
tors and Representatives, In tbe inter- 
est of the different railroad companies. 
Last year during the weighing season 
tons upon toni of that kind of matter 
were sent to Nevada, much of it under 
tbe frank of Senator Stewart, among 
whioh were numberless copies of agri- 
cultural reports for 1898. 
As the 


average was estimated for the succeed- 
ing four years upon those three months 
showing, It will be easily seen that the 
railroad companies are getting the 
best, while Uncle Sam is getting the 
wont of that kind of "average." If 
there is any difference between stop- 
ping a train and robbing the United 
States mail,and plundering the govern- 
ment by tbe system we have described, 
the train robber has far the best of it 
in a moral point of view, and deserves 
a shorter sentence than the Congres- 
sional flleher who robs tbe government 
without taking any chances of personal 
danger.

Package* by Port. 


Practically all the packages that go 


through' the New York postofflce are 
examined. Many persons seem utterly 
unable to resist the temptation to scrib- 
ble a message upon the back of a photo- 
graph or the lid of a box. A written 
dedication iu a book or a written greet- 
ing, such as the conventional "Merry 
Christmas," is allowable, but, with 
these exceptions, any written word 
makes a package liable to letter postage. 
The whole fly leaf of a book may be filled 
with a dedicatory note, but any other 
words, as, for instance, "See Page 4,' 
would cause the package to be classed 
as written matter. 


Another common error is to put seal- 


ing wax on the knot of the string around 
the package. Such a package is classed 
as "sealed against inspection" and 
must pay letter rates. The same rule 
applies-to boxes that have their lids 
nailed or tacked on. The amonnt of 
money collected for insufficient postage 
is surprising. The average receipts in 
this department of the postoffice are 
$200 a day.—Leslie's Weekly.

in which they will have to live and 
work after their .restoration to health. 
My reasons for advocating such princi- 
ples are founded on the experiences of 
all modern phthisic-therapeutists, who 
have demonstrated that the hygienic 
and dietetic treatment in special sani 
tariums is feasible and successful in 
nearly all climates. 


I know from personal observation 


that cures of pulmonary tuberculosis 
effected in our ordinary home climates, 
which are on the average not considered 
as especially favorable to this class of 
sufferers, have been more lasting and 
more assured than cures obtained in 
more genial climes. 


And, 
with all due deference to the 


opinions of others, I do not believe 
there exists any climate which has a 
special curative quality for any form of 
pulmonary tuberculosia Climate can 
only be considered as a more or less 
valuable adjuvant in the treatment of 
consumption, but not a specific.—S. A. 
Knopf, M. D., in North American Re- 
view. 


Didn't Lose Any Sleep. 


Jenner, the famous English physician, 


was essentially a strong and self reliant 
man. 
He attended the prince consort 


through his fatal illness, he was the 
Prince of Wales' doctor when the heir 
to the British throne had so narrow an 
escape in 1872, and he also went to 
Darmstadt and remained in attendance 
upon the Princess Alice till she died.
